Motor Launch Trip 
On Bow River 

is one of the best of the Banff trips that 
every visitor should take. The time re¬ 
quired is only an hour and a half, and 
the price is within the reach of all. 

The trip is an ever-changing pano¬ 
rama of beautiful views, mountain and 
river scenery combined.

The trip affords some splendid views 
of Mount Edith and the snow capped 
peaks of the Bow Range, in fact all the 
surrounding mountains appear to 
better advantage when viewed from 
the river than from any other view¬ 
point.

Launches stop ten minutes at Rain¬ 
bow landing, every day trip, and pas¬ 
sengers may stop over and return by 
later trip.

Regulations 

Governing Trout Fishing 
At Banff 

are to the following effect: 

Open Season from July 1st to October 
31st. 

The fishing is free to all, no license re¬ 
quired. 

No fishing allowed except with hook and 
line. 

No one allowed to catch fish to sell or 
barter. 

No one allowed to catch more than fifteen 
fish in one day. 

Any fish caught that are less t ban sex en 
inches long must be returned to the water 
without unnecessary injury. 

And most important of all, be careful 
about fire. A carelessly thrown match or 
cigar stub may cause a disastrous fire and 
the guilty party will be liable to a heavy 
penalty.
